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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in response to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, Claims 1-17, drawn to compounds. 

Group II, Claims 18 and 19, drawn to compositions containing an additional active 
ingredient. 

Claims 20-23 are drawn to non-statutory subject matter and hence, they cannot be 
grouped at this time. In the event that applicants amend the claims, they will be grouped 
accordingly. 

The inventions listed as Groups I — 1 1 do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

Groups I and II are unrelated because the compounds of Group I do not require an 
additional active ingredient for their use. Further, claims 18 and 19 differ in scope from the 
claimed compounds. 

Due to the numerous variables in W, X, Y, Z, etc., and their widely divergent meanings, 
a precise listing of inventive groups cannot be made. Illustrative of different inventive concepts 
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may be made by reference to the compounds in the Examples of the instant application, as for 
example: 

the compounds of 

I. Example 1, 

II. Example 2 , 

III. Example 14, etc., 

The claims herein lack unity of invention under PCT Rule 13.1 and 13.2 since the 
compounds defined in the claims lack a significant structural element qualifying as the special 
technical feature that defines a contribution over the prior art. The substituents on the structure 
vary extensively and when taken as a whole result in vastly different compounds. Further, the 
variable cores created by A 1 , A 2 , X, W etc., do not belong to a recognized class of chemical 
compounds in the art. Accordingly, unity of invention is considered to be lacking and restriction 
of the invention in accordance with the rules of unity of invention is considered to be proper. 
In the event of an election of Group I, applicants are required to elect a single compound. 
PCT Rule 13 provides "claims are permitted to one product, one process of manfacturing 
the product, and one use of the product". If multiple products, process of manufacture or uses 
are claimed, the first invention in the category first mentioned in the claims would be considered 
as the elected invention". 

Claims 1-17 will be examined to the extent readable on the elected compounds. 

In the event of an election of Group II, applicants are requested to elect a single disclosed 
mixture, i.e, single disclosed compound and an additional active ingredient. 
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37 CFR 1.475(b) an international or a national stage application containing claims drawn to 
different categories of invention will be considered to have unity of invention if the claims are 
drawn only to one of the following combination of categories: 

(1) A product and a process specifically adapted for the manufacture of said product; 
or 

(2) A product and process of use of said product; or 

(3) A product, a process specially adapted for the manufacture of the said product, 
and a use of the said product; or 

(4) A process and an apparatus or means specifically designed for carrying out the 
said process; or 

(5) A product, a process specifically adapted for the manufacture of the said product, 
and an apparatus or means specifically designed for carrying out the said process. 

(c) If an application contains claims to more or less than one of the combination of 
categories of inventions set forth in paragraph (b) of this section, unity of invention might not be 
present. 

(d) If multiple products, processes of manufacture, or uses are claimed, the first invention 
of the category first mentioned in the claims of the application and the first recited invention of 
each of the other categories relied thereto will be considered as the main invention in the claims. 

(e) The determination whether a group of inventions is so linked as to form a single general 
inventive concept shall be made without regard to whether the inventions are claimed in separate 
claim or as alternatives within a single claim. 
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Because these inventions lack unity of invention for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant may file the divisional subject matter noted in divisional applications. If 
applicant wishes a generic expression of the elected invention the claims here need be amended 
to reflect that election. 

This restriction requirement is being written as previous experience has indicated that with 
Foreign applicants and the inherent time delays, applicants' representative is better able to make 
an informed, correct, election of the invention applicants would wish to have prosecuted here if 
applicants are given the opportunity to see the restriction requirement laid out, and given the time 
to make an informed decision. 

Applicant is advised that the response to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143). 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 
1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i).
